rent of the trade winds. 

Whether the trade winds can produce such 
effect, or whether they have any such return 
current, I am unable, and will not attempt, to 
determine, but I wish to offer a few suggestions 
relative to the possible cause, nature and effec 
of this universal and invariable u curren 
of the earth’s atmsphere, with a view to elicit 
the attention of thinking and scientific minds 
to the subject, in hope that light may be shed 
upon that interesting question, “ What is the 
direct natural cause-of the Guler sud Plauutary 
Revolutions?” 

The time was when it would have been re- 
garded as i to inquire for a natural cause 
for the earth’s axial rotation, as it once was.s0 
considered for one to believe in the faet itself 
of the earth having such a motion; but that 
time belongs to the infaney of science, and en- 
lightened minds of the present age inquire for 
a natural cause of every phenomenon, however 
strange and marvellous. They may, therefore, 
very naturally seek to account rationally and 
upon natural principles for so common and 
simple a thing as the diurnal motion of the 
earth. 


When this fact of a general eastward current 
of atmosphere, at and above a moderate height, 
was first noticed in my heating, I was at once
